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THE FERNANDO GAUTIER SAWMILL 
Tchoutacabouffa River 
1855-1846

Nollie Hickman reports in Mississippi Harvest that 
Fernando Gautier (1822-1891), the son of Auguste Gautier 
(1759-1841) and Laura Levier (b. 1805), operated a sawmill 
in 1844 on the Tchoutacabouffa River north of Biloxi. Gau- 
tier was reared at New Orleans and arrived on the Missis-— 
Ssippi coast circa 1842. It is believed that he found work 
in the sawmills above Biloxi shortly after his arrival.. - 


FERNANDO GAUTIER|PROPERTY 


In March 1843, Fernando and his brother, Auguste 
Gautier, Jr. (b. 1820), bought the E/2 of the NE/4 (80 
acres) of Section 10, T7S-RIOW from Alexander Stringer for 
$1500 (Harrison County Deed Book 1, pp. 265-266 and Book 2, 
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pp 137-138). Stringer conveyed the buildings and livestock 
on the property. This land is located on the west bank of 
the Tchoutacabouffa River about two miles above its conflu- 
ence with the Biloxi River at the upper reaches of the Back 
Bay of Biloxi. By September 1844, Auguste Gautier, Jr. had 
sold his interest in this tract to Fernando for $3500 
(Harrison County Deed Book 2, pp. 313-314). 

To the east of his eighty acres were Fayards. He 
became acquainted with Theresa Fayard (1829-1911), the 
daughter of neighbors, Ursin Fayard and Genevieve Ryan. 

They married in 1845. Shortly after his marriage to 
Theresa, Fernando Gautier bought the S/2 of the NW/4 (20 
acres) of Section 11, T7S-R10W from his mother-in-law, 
Genevieve Fayard, for $1050 (Harrison County Deed Book Book 
3, p- 125). This tract was contiguous and east of his 
eighty acres. This purchase gave him about 500 feet of high 
land (ten feet above sea level) on the west bank of the 
Tchoutacabouffa River. This site was probably where the 
Gautier sawmill was located. North of Gautier was Alexis 
Fayard at the mouth of Parker Creek. 

The 1850 US Census of Harrison County list Gautier as a 
farmer with assets of $500. In the 1860 US Census, he is 
noted as a miller worth $7000. Fernando Gautier probably 
commenced sawmill operations on the 20 acre river tract 
prior to 1858. It is known that he bought 438.62 acres of 
timber lands in Section 28, TSS-R9OW described as: S/2 and.” 
E/2 of the NE/4, SW/4, and the NW/4. These lands were 
purchased from Sameul M. Breland, member of the Harrison 
County Board of Police and acting Swampland. Commissioner 
District 5, for $87.70 in May 1858 (Minutes Harrison County 
Board of Police, Book 2, p. 134, Certificate #3). This: land 
is approximately 2 miles northeast of the community of White 
Plains, and 13 miles upstream from the former Gautier mill 
on the Tchoutacabouffa. The SW/4 of Section 28 is transect-— 
ed by this river and most likely long leaf pine logs were 
cut and floated down the Tchoutacabouffa to supply the small 
Gautier mill before and during the Civil War. 

It is interesting to note that the Gautier brothers, 
Auguste, Jr., Fernando, and Aimee ( 1826-1885) purchased. 
Lots 2, 3, and 4 of Block No. 5S in Summerville (Point Cadet 
area of Biloxi) on September 21, 1853 (Harrison County Deed 
Book 6, pp. 584-587). Each lot was 80 feet wide and about 
360 feet deep. They were on the Mississippi-Sound and 80 
feet east of Myrtle Street. The Heirs of Fernando Gautier 
sold their Lot 3 to Eugene Aherns in 1905 (Harrison County 
Deed Book 70, pp. 78-79). 

In January 1866, Fernando and Theresa Gautier conveyed 
their Tchoutacabouffa River properties to John B. Read, 
Porter J. Meyers, and Levi S. Meyers (b. 1825 in South 
Carolina) for $5000 (Harrison County Deed Book 9, p. 604). 
What factors led to this sale are unknown, but quite possi 
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bly the paucity of easily harvested virgin timber led to 
this decision. 

Aimee Gautier Dugger in The Gautier Genesis, relates 
that after the Civil War, Fernando and Theresa Gautier and 
their nine children departed their Tchoutacabouffa home by 
schooner and relocated on the west bank of the Pascagoula 
River. Here on lands purchased in 1865 from Colonel Alfred 
Lewis, the Gautier family flourished in this estuarine 
environment since two of the salient ingredients. to develop 
a successful sawmill were present at this locales virgin 
timber and a suitable waterway to transport logs. By the 
1870s, Fernando Gautier had a thriving lumber business which 
grew steadily through the years. As the result of his 
entrepreneurial efforts, the L&N Railroad, and a creosote 
mill, Fernando Gautier saw a small community develop on the 
West Pascagoula. Today this area is the town of Gautier 
naturally named in honor of Fernando Gautier.

away — from the pounding 
stream of traffic along lumpy.

Much of its chataccer comes 
from its location, being situated 
on the west bank of the Pasca- 
goula River where it is bathed 
in the breezes of the Gulf. 

A visitor to the 115-year-olé 
structure is welcomed, likely as 
not, by John Gautier, a South 
ern gentleman dressed in a 
white silk suit, with ruffled shirt 
and black velvet streamer tie, 
or his wife, who manages the 
place.

Gautier is an ‘unincorporated

LUMBER PIONEER WHO 
BUILT IT AND LOVED IT * 


He was a Frenchman named Fernan- 
do Upton Gautier, who was nearly 50 
years old before he financially fought 
his way to possession of several hun- 
dred acres on this then virgin site of 


’ the west bank of the Pascagoula, con- 


structed this sturdy home eut of the 
heart pine of his own sawmill located 
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happiest years of his life surrounded by 
his: accomplishments and his children. 
When he died at 70 in 1891 much liv- 
ing and much loving had already firmly 
established the family tradition of “The 
Old Place.” 

As everybody knows “Fernando” is 
Spanish and “Upton” is English, both 
very odd front names for a Frenchman,

but their very unusualnegs is a direct 
clue to the equally unusual circum- 
stances of his introduction to America. 
He was born in 1822 in the middle of a 
screaming’ tropical storm at sea, on 
board a merchant ship out of war torn 
France on which his mother and father 
were passengers heading for the oppor- 
tunity of a new life in the United States 
and which was sailing under the com- 


sara 


mand of Master Henry Upton. 

The storm so seriously battered the 
ship that it drifted for days helplessly 
in the wallows of the ocean, finally and 
almost miraculously drifting to what 
proved to be the small island of San 
Juan Fernando off the coast of South 
America. So thankful were the parents 
that they christened their newborn son 
“Fernando Upton” in double honor of 
the speck of land that saved them and 
their ship’s gallant captain. 

The Gautiers finally reached and set- 
tled in New Orleans where Fernando 
spent the first 20 years of his life. It 
was not until after he reached his ma- 
jority that he struck out for himself, 
coming to the Gulf Coast to make his 
fortune which, to start out with, meant 
finding a job in the busy sawmills that 
were springing up around the Back Bay 
of Biloxi. 

He found work—and he also found 
on the Tchoutacabouffa River a fourth 
part Indian bride whose grandfather 
had been Chief Oppehaw Ryan. This 
was the beginning of Fernando’s long 
and happy married life. But there were 
years of struggle for the young people, 
followed by the desperate years of war, 
and it was not until the Early Sixties 
that Fernando Gautier was able to es- 
tablish near the mouth of the Pascagou- 
la his own sawmill that bore the name 
“F. Gautier and Sons” and this manor 
house for his family that his faith and 
fortitude had finally achieved. 

In the manner of the times, he and 
his progeny lived off the land — tender 
young deer and tangy wild turkey from 
his own acres, vegetables from his own 
garden and oranges from his own groves 
that burst in profusion from the rich 
soil that had never before been tilled 
by man, fresh fish, oysters, shrimp and 
crabs from his own river front and the 
nearby bay, salt from Round Island out 
in the Sound where the schooners an- 
chored awaiting their lumber shipments

to the markets of the world, and deli- 
eacies and luxuries which the country- 
side could not supply brought in by 
those same ships from their ports of 
call. 

And it came to pass, as they say in 
the stories, that the Gautiers who fol- 
lowed Fernando prospered, multiplied, 
founded a town and wrote their name 
often on the ensuing pages of the his- 
tory of their county and state. 


ENTER “THE OLD PLACE” 
AND LEAVE BEHIND YOU 
THE LAST HUNDRED YEARS 


As you drive into “The Old Place,” 
where everything is to see and no an- 
tiques are for sale, you’ll observe a log 
cabin which on first impression seems 
out of place and out of time. This, how- 
ever, was deliberately removed log by 
log, and its huge fireplace dismantled 
stone by stone, from its original site on 
the river bluff a few miles away and re- 
assembled here—to give you an authen- 
tic example of the way the original Pas- 
cagoula River settlers started their fight 
for their place in the sun. 


Then on to the Big House—the cul-. 


mination of every pioneer’s dream which 
only a few realized, the goal for which 
they felled the trees in the forest, work- 
ed from “kin see to can’t see” every 
day, and proudly created out of their 
own timber and their own toil (“The 
Old Place” was built after the era of 
free slave labor) a happy home for their 
family and an ancestral home for their 
descendants. 

Inside “The Old Place” the past be- 
comes the living, breathing present. You 
can almost smell the bread baking in the 
‘kitchen’s open fireplace and your nose 
can still actually detect the piquant 
aromas that once filled the multiple 
drawers of the spice cabinet. You can 


ing hot coals on the top of the Dutch 
oven. And you can almost hear the wait- 
ing guests in the adjoining dining room 
smacking their lips over the excellent 
wine vintaged from Fernando’s famous 
scuppernong grapes. Enjoying the ‘‘ape- 
ritif”—ads the French called it—for al- 
though, whiskey and cards were not al- 
lowed in that pioneer Gautier household, 
the French custom of table wine was 
faithfully followed. 

Finally the meal is served! Looking 
today at the mammoth dining room ta- 
ble which seats 22, it is not difficult to 


visualize the frequent gatherings of - 


Gautier guests, for in those days every 
landowner entertained on what now 
would be known as hotel proportions. 
Overhead you can see the huge wooden 
punkah slowly swinging. over the table 
heaped with food to keep off the flies 
in those days almost a century before 
air conditioning—and, oh yes, there he 
is in your mind’s eye—the ubiquitous 
little colored boy over in the corner lazi- 
ly pulling the string that operates the 
punkah, his big eyes rolling at the 
strange antics of the grown-up white 
folks. 

Then across to the main house, for 
like most all plantation arrangements 
the cooking and eating quarters, where 
fire was most liable to occur, were built 
separately from the living and sleeping 
rooms. Here’s where both the Colonel’s 
Lady and Rosie O’Grady lose their dig- 
nity—when their eyes encounter the 
beautiful four poster beds with spotless 
antique hand made counterpanes, the 
trundle bed that folds under the master 
bed, the huge armoire with the double 
French lock inside which a modern serv- 


ice apartment could almost fit, the Mal- 


lard bed with the mosquito netting bar 
that comes out of the bed post like a 
sword out of a scabbard, the coal oil 
sendlac and the Aubusson rugs. 


Where they cooked and baked and created those famous South- 
ern dishes —a turned down page of the past that holds for 
many of us more fascination than an all electric kitchen. 


sions—the Pilgrimage costumes from 
the Court of St. James, those complete- 
ly enveloping and completely bewilder- 
ing undergarments our great-great 
grandmothers wore when they were 
girls, the doll collection from all over 
the world, the Secretary with the hidden 
document drawers, the green and red 
quilt with the one blue mistake which 
was supposed to offset bad luck, the 
French concert piano with the holders 
for candles on its top, and the collec- 
tion of Meissen and Dresden and French 
Bisque. 

While the women are completely en- 
grossed in the inexhaustible household

wonders of a hundred years ago, the 
males of the party-will be noticing such 
furnishings of masculine interest as the 
Finger Horse in the dining room, at 
which the returning red coated hunters 
of Merrie England used to eat standing 
up, the predecessor we presume of the 
modern and uncomfortable buffet 
luncheon, The men will also notice such 
things as the hurricane lamps, the iron 
‘ventilators built into this sturdy house 
to keep it dry and cool, the cypress col- 
umns, and the oyster shell mortar with 
which it was constructed. They will also 
notice the salt pot near the house, an 
historic reminder of those days when 
the pioneers of the Coast had to distill 
their own salt from seawater, and fre- 
quently used it in bartering for beef 
and grain. The men, of course, will wan- 
der around the spacious grounds of 
“The Old Place,” will stroll among the 
trees and dowr to the still flowing 
spring that inspired Fernando to build 
his home nearby, and will pay mental 
“tribute to the beautiful, scenic and stra- 
tegic spot on the bluff of the Pasca- 
goula which Fernando Gautier picked 
to perpetuate his clan. 

A party in a hurry can see “The Old 
Place” in an hour. Lovers of beauty, 
history and scenery will find that far 
too short a time. And those who col- 
lect, appreciate, know or enjoy antiques, 
will find so many things to examine that 
the hours will pass like minutes. 

‘However, “The Old Place” is not an 
organized tour that escorts you to the 
exit at the end of the narration. Your 
admission makes you a guest, and in the 
hospitable tradition of the Old South 
which “The Old Place” personifies, you 
are invited to look as long as you stay 
and.stay ag long as you like. 

* * * 

After enjoying “The Old Place” visi- 
tors usually follow the drive on through 
the grounds to the Hobby Shop and 
Singing River Pottery which is also open 
to the public and operated by another 
descendant of Fernando Gautier, just 
south of old Highway 90.

Miss Josie has lived in the house 
almost all her life, and remembers 
when the spacious gallery encircling 
the home rang with shouts of laughter 
and play — there were 11 Gautier chil- 
dren, nine of whom lived to adulthood. 


“We had such a wonderful time 


growing up here,”’ Miss Josie said. ‘It 
was a beautiful home for children.” 
-. The house sits on the west side of 


~ the Graveline Road, facing east. It is 


at the top of a gently sloping hill, and 
a visitor rocking on the gallery can 
‘look out across the western branch of 
the Pascagoula River estuary, where 
the river and the Gulf meet. 


“The house was built by my father, 


_ Walter Gautier, when he had taken 
over running’the sawmill established .. 
many ‘years before by his father,’’ .~ 


Miss Josie said. ‘‘The mill was called 


te F. Gautier and Sons, and sat directly 


across the road from the property 
where the house was to be built. - 


“It’s built of hard pine personally 
Selected by my father and processed 
at the mill. All the lumber came from 
‘the forests around here, from land 
‘bought by my grandfather when he set 
up the mill. 

- , ‘I remember him telling us that they 
used only square nails, and the home 
‘took most of 1878 to be finished. All 
during the building, schooners kept 


-arriving at the mill from New Orleans, . 


filled with the furnishings that had 
been chosen for the home. 
“Everything had to be ready for the 
Special day, the day when the house 
would become my father’s home. 
*: It was on my father’s 25th birthday, 
“Jan. 6, 1879, that he married Marie 
Emily Donovan in the little bitty 
church of Our Lady of Victories on the 
beach in Pascagoula. The couple then 
came te Gautier by boat, landing by 
the sawmill and walking through the 


— this house — for their honeymoon. 
_ “They lived to celebrate their 60th 
wedding anniversary in this home.”’ 


~The house still sits on five acres of ~~ 


the land from which its pine timbers 


‘were taken, and a-good three-fourths

To Whom it may Concern: 


Attached to this letter is a DVD I made honoring my ancestor, Jean Baptiste 
Baudrau dit Graveline II. He was of mixed ancestry: half French-half Native 
American. His father Jean Baptiste dit Graveline, married an Indian maiden 
named Suzanne(called so in sacramental records). Despite knowing his 
maternal roots are with the first Americans, we historians and descendants 
are uncertain of his Indian mother’s tribe. We are sure, however, that in his 
fife, JBBII found great refuge amongst the Creeks of Alabama 
(Pickett’s,"History of Alabama’). 


Now, as a junior at Oglethorpe University, I am interning for the Buckhead 
Heritage Society. For this organization, I will write a few short papers, 
chronicling Buckhead’s history and heritage. 


I find it interesting that this parcel of land once was settled by the Creek, or 
Muscogee people. I hope to honor this fact by dedicating my first paper not to 
he white man who hung a buck’s head, but rather to the tribes that pre-dated 
his era. I do this somewhat selfishly, as I yearn to better understand myseff. 
However, I offer this video as a token of thanks to the Creek nation. Much of 
ny ancestor's life was shaped by this nation. 


The DVD is not a work all of my own accord. Rather, it is a compilation of 
fforts spearheaded by local historian and author Jay Higginbotham, my 
nother Renee Hague, a library genealogist, and two other avid 
‘esearchers/descendants- Hobs Allan and Randall Ladnier. Ladnier wrote “A 
creole Tradegy” about JBBII’s life and Eloiese Genest based her novel, “The 
Passion of Princes”, on the story as well. My friend Guy Stricklin and I were 
nerely the artists/technicians that incorporated the history of JBBII and his 
elated Jazz funeral (June 2007) into one piece. 


In conclusion, it is my hope that in the vein of my 10th great-grandfather, 
ean Baptiste Baudreau II, I can establish relations of friendship with the Creek 
eople and an understanding of their culture. And if the tribe is willing, I hope 
o mark the Creek as the original citizens of the Buckhead area, the jewel of the 
low greatly populated city of Atlanta.

Dear Tom and Brother and Sister Firefighters, 


Thankyou all for everything you have given to my family in the wake of 
Hurricane Katrina! Your generosity and spintt of giving has been 
overwhelming. As a first responder I am more accustomed to giving than 
receiving, so it has been a rather unusual experience for me. Thanks again 
for all that you have done. 


Unlike Terry, Chris, and thousands of other Mississippi Gulf Coast 
residents, our house survived Katrina's wrath. It is a Creole cottage built 
around 1918 and is twelve feet above sea level. We bought it from Renee’s 
grandmother in July of 1985 and Hurricane Elena severely damaged it 
September 1* of that same summer! Repairing, rebuilding and remodeling 
our house took the following 18 months of my off duty time. 


Only about twelve square feet of our house is located within the “flood 
zone” and over the past 87 years it had never flooded. For those reasons my 
insurance agent and I considered flood insurance to be a technical point to 
satisfy the terms of the mortgage at the bank, Unfortunately ;that resulted 
in a six figure uninsured loss in Katrina. 


We had four sets of French doors that opened onto our screen porch on 
the South side of the house and four sets of patio doors that led to our deck. 
on the west side of the structure. We had between six to eight feet of water 
throughout the house and all the doors listed above were gone. Our piano 
traveled about 40 feet through the house and landed in the back yard. Our 
china cabinet floated out of the house across the street and settled into our 
neighbor's backyard nearly 200 feet away—none of the crystal was 
broken!!! Of all our furniture, including many family antiques, we were 
only able to save one bed. We lost three hundred volumes of our best books, 
and everything in our kitchen, including cookbooks! We saved some of the 
artwork but lost our Walter Anderson piece, as well as our 5’x6’ painting by 

famed composer and artist David Thomas Roberts. Renee lost her job due to 
reduction in force at the ibrary(it won't open until possibly summer of 
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2006). I was not working a second job, so we apphed our insurance money 
to satisfy our mortgage. I’ve been working a second job and we've applied to 
SBA for a low interest loan. We received nothing from FEMA, Renee 
returned to work at the research department of the Gbrary part-time this 
week, so little by little we are putting our lives back together. 


Laura is graduating from Ole Miss this spring and Nelson graduating 
from Pascagoula High School! He is busy applying for scholarships now. 
Andrew was displaced from his job and apartment in New Orleans, but he 
did graduate from Tulane University in Music Composition and has moved 

to Philadephia, Pennsylvania and is looking for work,there. It was great 
over the holidays to be with the whole family and we were just as happy in 
our current crowded, messed up spaces, as we were before the storm. We are 
just all so grateful to be alive and we appreciate everything so much more 
now...all the simple things in Gife!!!! Most of all we appreciate the love and 
generosity of the American people, like yourselves, who have come to 
empathize with us and lighten our burden. I mvite all of you to come visit 
and see for yourself our beautiful coast...it is still beautiful but so 
devastated by the wrath of nature. You can’t quite understand by seeing the 
pictures!!! Please come and see for yourselves... it is awe-inspiring and 
terrible. It is our reality now and you guys are wonderful to care and show 
it in such a tangible way. Let Renee and I Rnow when you're coming and

Renee,

Hope this box contains items you can use. The aprons came from Mom (a couple she painted) 
she thought that you could use them.

Calendars are enclosed, one is purse size and one you can use now, it’s an 18 
month calendar. Pot holders & kitchen towels are also in the box. I’m still changing colors in 
our bath, so more towels and bathroom rugs are included. I still have another set of queen sheets 
and pillow cases if you can use them (or someone else). Just let me know and I’ll send them out. 
Again, if you can’t use something, please feel free to share with your neighbors. 


At this time Mom and Dad are on a “Lewis and Clark” theme trip on the Columbia River. They 
left out of Portland on Saturday and will be gone one week. This is the second time they have 
taken this trip... they are running out of places to travel. They really like small river boats for 
cruising, about 120 passengers, they can meet just about everyone and it’s very casual. I’ve tried 
to get them to travel back to Europe with Jim and me, they say it’s just too long of a flight and 
the jet lag is hard for them to overcome. So, they cruise the U.S. and are very happy deciding 
which places to go. The BIG news is that they are moving to a retirement community here in 
San Diego. They have already given a deposit on an apartment being built and talk about 
moving all the time. Mom really wanted to move about 10 years ago but, Dad was still making 
wine and needed the space. Well, he’s completely done now... all the wine is bottled. He seems 
to have moved on from winemaking and is perfectly happy reading and doing odd jobs around 
the house. They’ll be moving in about a year. 


Bob is still in Bellingham, WA and loves it. He loves knowing that folks don’t move there 
because they think it rains all the time... yes, it does rain all the time. Anyway, he’s happy 
chopping wood, fishing, digging for clams and crabbing, and he likes the rain. 


Jim and I are still trying to get settled in the house. We moved in July to Fallbrook, north San 
Diego county, about an hour from Mom and Dad (when they move we’ll be about 30 minutes 
apart). We had been house-hunting in this area for about a year, trying to decide if we really 
wanted to move out of the “city”. The town of Fallbrook is small, if you don’t live nearby you 
don’t go into town, it’s off the beaten track. To us this is country, not much traffic, small 
grocery and hardware stores and everyone talks to you or waves. I’m starting to like it. We 
already knew folks in Fallbrook, they all have acreage and vineyards, so we are still making wine 
and helping friends in their vineyards.
